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The Harnden Tradition — Part II 


Did Captain Kidd bury 
his gold in Wilmington? 


Copyright 1983, 
by Capt. Larz Neilson 


William Kidd, reputed pirate, ap 
peared in the then town of Reading. 
on the Andover Road, sometime 
about 1699, according to an old tale 
in Wilmington, One can call it a 
legend, that of Captain Kidd and his 
pirate gold. 

‘The story is what Capt. Kidd and a 
black man were seen by the Marn- 
den children in the early morning, 
going north. They were in a cart 
pulled by a bullock or ox. The cart 
was heavily laden. 

Later that same day the children 

in saw Captain Kidd, this time 
alone, going south on the Andover 
Road. This led to the belief that the 
pirate had hidden pirate gold and 
had slain the black man, whose 
spirit vould thus become the guar 
dian of the treasure 

Of course the story cannot be 
authenticated, but it is a good story 

nd every 20 or 20 ye 
meone appears in Wilmington to ex 
plore the area around a natural 
cave, Devil's De That cave is in 
the side of a granite hill or ridge, 
hear the Brown’s efossing pumping 
station, and off Ahdover Street. No 
one, insofar as is known, has ever 
found any treasure 

‘The story which came apparently 
from the Harnden children is that if 
any person gets near the treasui 
while he or she is searching, the 
spirit of the black man then moves 
the treasure to another site That is 
why no one has ever found it 

If the story is true, then who was 
the pirate, and who were the 
children who saw him? 

William Kidd, a respectable ship 
master from New York City, achiev 
ed some fame in King William's War 
as commander of a sloop which saw 


Devil's Den 


Devil's Den is the name of a small 
cave in North Wilmington, in the 
area that was once the “Land of 
Nod." It is a natural cave, formed 
about 10,000 yeu 10 by the last 

jacier. The glacier was frozen to 
the ground most of the time, and 
thus picked up loose rocks, r ng 

at later points in its “travels 

A loose fracture of the rock was 
thus pulled out from the side of the 
ridge in which the cave is located 

It is impossible to go more than 
about three feet into th 
although a small passage does go in 
a few feet more.

The cave is important 
sense, because of the Harnden 
‘Tradition. From that story, it 1s said 
that Captain Kidd buried treasure 
there, in the ground near the cave. 
perhaps in 1699. Many persons have 
reportedly searched for that 
So far as is known, no one 
d any Searchers have, in

action in the West Indies, with the 
Royal (British) Navy. He had been 
voted a purse by the New York 
Assembly, and at one time was 
engaged by the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay to guard the 
coast, against a threat of a French 
privateer. This was, presumably, in 
the 1690s 

Later, in London, Captain Kidd 
was given command of the Adven 
ture Galley, for the purpose of put 
ting down piracy in the Indian Ocean 
and Red Sea area it vessel was 
not of the Royal Navy, but rather 
was a privateer 

King William of England, and the 
Earl of Bellomont were two men 
who were backers of Kidd. Neither 
of their names, however, appeared 
as such. But Kidd did have a royal 
commission as a privateer 

His actions in the Indian Ocean, 
however, were enough to raise ques 
tions. One of the ships which was 
seized, by Kidd or others, was the 
Quedah. It was in this ship that he 
left for home, but did not reach New 
York 

Capt. Kidd returned to New York 
in a schooner That much can be 
more or less definitely traced at last 
partly 

The schooner arrived in the Long 
Island area of New York in Jur 
1699. Later it went to Gardiner’s 
Island, where gold and jewels were 
buried by Kidd. He then took the 
schooner to Boston, 

Kidd seems to have been in Boston 
about five days before he « 
ested. He was, for « while, it seems, 
free to come and go as he pleased 
‘Then he was put under arrest and 
sent to England. There he was found 
guilty of piracy, and was hanged. at 
Wapping, in London 

Those five days. during June or 
July 1699, seem to have been the only

opportunity for Captain Kidd to have 
hired or otherwise acquired a 
bullock and cart, and to have gone 
out on the Andover Road to bury 
treasure 

If it was not Capt. Kidd, and if the 
children did see what they claimed. 
then some other “pirate” might 
have appeared in the area of that 
lonely house in Reading 

Who were the children, in 1699 

Benjamin Harnden, the second 
son of Richard, was living in his 
father’s house in 1699, at the site 
which is now 67 High Street. John. 
the older son, was living in his own 
home John and his family lived 
some 600 feet southwesterly, and 
probably out of sight from the An 
dover Road. 

There were five children, in the 
Benjamin Ha nily, in June 
or July 1699 beth was born in 
1692, Hannah in 1694 and Benjamin 

Jr.) in 1696-7, Richard and Samuel 
twins, were born June 16, 1699 

This would leave the sighting of 
Capt. Kidd to Elizabeth, Hanna, and 
possibly Benjamin Jr 

Elizabeth, the oldest, would have 
been eight’ Hannah and Benjamin 
Jr. could have taken part 

Of course the children of John and 
Mary could have been visiting. T 
would add a . nes: 
Abigail was the same age as 
Elvabeth.

When Harry Truman left office, he climbed into his 
car and drove his family back to Missouri. He was 
strapped for cash, because he had to spend half his in 
come on post-presidency duties such as handling phone 
calls, answering mail, and meeting requests for speeches 
After he left the White House, the present system of pen 
sioning former presidents was instituted 

Mr. Truman's financial problems were like those of 
some other ex-presidents. Friends wanted to hire him. 
make him vice-president of a big corporation. But he 
said, “I would never lend myself to any transaction 
however respectable, that would commercialize the pres 
tige and dignity of the office of the presidency 

Were they interested in Harry Truman, he wondered 
or the former president of the United States? To relieve 
such embarrassment, the presidential pension program 
was instituted. And the unwritten rule evolved that every 
former president has a library built in his honor 

Now there are some who say things have gotten out of 
hand, and there's a congressional move to cut back. 

It’s not just the cost of pensions for former presidents 
or Secret Service protection for them and their families 
— let alone free postage — that bugs some critics. It's the 
overall expense of staffs and assistants. The initial cost 
of $65,000 a year in 1955 has risen to around $29 million 

“Are we now in danger of creating an ‘imperial ex 
presidency? asks Sen. William V_ Roth Jr. (R) of 
Delaware. 

In England it might all be simple; they could find 
seats in the House of Lords, or be absorbed in the Cabi 
net or in the opposition's shadow government.

“T think the American people want former presidents 
to be treated with dignity and grace.

“It” is Mount Snow, one of Vermont's three largest 
ski resorts and thus among the front rank of those in a 
region famous for skiing. 

Happily, for the 10,000 or so who flock here on winter 
weekends when conditions on the slopes are good, Mount 
Snow is the nearest major resort of its type to the huge 
New York-New Jersey-Connecticut market, It’s almost a 
clear shot up I-91 from New York City — just a 4’/rhour 
drive if the roads are clear. Once here, there are 52 trails 
and 14 lifts capable of hauling 15,000 peopléyn hour up 
hill so they can slide back down. 

Apres ski, as the saying goes, there are 4,000 beds 
available in local inns and condominiums for those who 
want to stay overnight, with more condos coming on the 
market continuously. Some 25 restaurants stand ready 
to cater to the hungry. 

‘And all of this in a pastoral setting unspoiled by 
trailer parks, honky-tonk roadhouses, video-game ar

As recently as the mid-1970s, the ski center was 
in bankruptcy and so was every other major business in 
town, including the lending institutions, says Dover se 
lectman Don Albano. Jobs were few; confidence in the 
economic future was low. On top of that, a recession was

Then Sherburne Corporation, owner of the huge and 

prosperous Killington ski area near Rutland, Vt., entered 
the picture. In 1977, 
Sherburne bought the as- 
sets of Mount Snow for $4 
million. Since then it has 
invested approximately 
twice that amount in up- 
grading the facility, in- 
creasing the lift capacity, 
and expanding the 
snowmaking coverage 
from 6 percent of the ski- 
ing acreage to 72 percent. 

Business began to im- 
prove, and. confidence in 
the future gradually re- 
turned. The town voted to Mount Snow's Chris Diamond 
drop zoning ordinances 
that posed an qbstruction to growth. 

Condominium construction took off, aimed at the af. 
fluent, professional “ or,” as developers here 
putit. 

Sales agent Missy Faas of the SnowTree Company. 
which has built and sold 70 units at the base of Mount 
Snow and has 46 more under construction, recalls that 
when her firm announced it would ask $75,000 for a new 
one-bedroom unit back in 1980 the local citizens were 
aghast. That kind of money would have bought a four- 
bedroom house on a generous-sized lot, she says 

According to various sources in state government and 
in private circles here, Sherburne Corporation has a ten 
dency toward arrogance in its public dealings pe 
cially with regard to expansion plans at Killington. 
one environmentalist on the state payroll: “They don't 
tell anyone what they're doing more than a month or two 
before they're going to do it." 

But Sherburne installed as its vice-president and gen 
eral manager at Mount Snow a man — Chris Diamongl 
who appears to have won the respect of most people here.

“A single episode comes to 
represent the entirety of a 
relative's personality; a whole 
family's history is symbolized by 
a few dramatic turning points. 

These distillations, in effect, act, 
as one man put it a kind of 
glue" holding the family together 

In researching ‘Celebration’ 


Zeitlin, Kotkin and Baker found 
that in the stories about 
memorable relatives, the most 
common protagonists were 
mischief makers, heroes, villains 
and innocents. Though these 
originals most likely were 
complex personalities, they 
linger on. Zeitlin notes, in a 
simplified though satisfying 
way.”

‘Celebration” team remembered 
his father warning him not to play 
with firecrackers while in the 
same breath telling him about the 
fun he had with firecrackers as a 
boy.
